Since  resuming  Auction  Sales  in 
191*7  (I  discontinued  Sales  during 
the  War),  I have  held  a number  of 
them  in  connection  with  Conventions 


and  other  meetings,  making  them  both 
Mail  and  Public  Sales.  In  doing  thfc 
I have  had  many  letters  from  col- 
lectors who  are  unable  to  attend  the 
Sales,  expressing  the  feeling  that 
they  are  at  a disadvantage  in  bid- 
ding against  collectors  in  attend- 
ance. Since  this  feeling  was  so 
general,  I started  investigating 
and  observing,  not  only  my  own,  but 
other  Public  Sales  as  well.  I only 
wish  I could  say  - "they  are  wrong"- 
as  it  is  my  desire  to  serve  everyone 
possible.  But  after  considerable 
study,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the 
Mail  bidder  is  at  a distinct  disad- 
vantage at  a Public  Sale. 

My  business  is  pri mar illy  by  mail, 
and  with  collectors  unable  to  attend 
Sales  or  make  their  purchases  direct. 
So  these  are  the  people  I must  try 
to  please. 

My  September  Sale,  and  all  future 
Sales,  will  be  by  Mail  Bidding  only, 
(with  the  possible  exception  of  a 
National  A.  N.  A.  Convention  Sale). 

I believe  this  will  be  to  the  advan- 
tage of  the  consignor  as  well  as  the 
Mail  bidder.  For  example  - in  my 
Detroit  Sale  I only  had  298  Mail 
bids  and  35  successful  floor  bidders, 
In  my  previous  Sale,  a straight  Mail 
Sale,  net  nearly  as  large  or  desira- 
ble, I had  1*31  Mail  bids.  Prices 
were  really  better  and  the  bargains, 
as  well  as  the  higher  items,  went 
to  the  Mail  Bidders  and  not  all  to  a 
few  wide-awake  floor  bidders. 

I am  making  this  change  in  an 
effort  to  please  the  majority  of  my 
customers  and  believe  it  will  be  to 
their  advantage.

HUMILITY  CURRENCY 

Not  often  in  the  history  of  the 
world  can  a poor  man  say  that  he 
looked  down  upon  a king,  accepted 
menial  service  from  the  monarch  and 
got  paid  hard  coin  for  it,  but  once 
a year  throughout  the  various 
periods  of  kingships  this  actually 
happened  in  old  time  England.  The 
day  before  Good  Friday,  called 
Maundy  Thursday,  was  the  occasion 
when  prominent  men,  earls,  dukes, 
princes  and  kings  in  religious 
humility,  condescended  to  wash  the 
feet  of  paupers  in  imitation  of 
Christ,  and  contribute  food,  cloth- 
ing, and  money  to  the  less  fortu- 
nate Englishmen. 

George  II  offered  shoes,  stock- 
ings, linen  and  woolen  cloth,  and 
leather  bags  with  one  penny,  two 
penny,  three  penny,  and  four  penny 
pieces  of  silver  and  shillings,  al- 
together to  each  about  four  pounds 
in  value.  Eventually  the  washing 
of  feet  was  disposed  of  and  during 
Queen  Victori's  time  an  additional 
amount  of  money  was  given  with  the 
provisions . 

Maundy  money  is  specially  struck 
for  this  annual  custom,  but  are 
much  smaller  in  size  than  the  re- 
gular coin  of  the  realm.  The  num- 
ber of  pennies  given  away  corres- 
ponds with  the  age  of  the  king 
and  given  only  to  a limited  number 
of  poor  men  and  women  especially 
selected  for  the  occasion.  Col- 
lectors are  always  eager  to  add 
these  romantic  pieces  to  their 
collection. 

Brought  on  into  the  twentieth 
century,  the  Yeoman  of  the  Guard 
full  dress  for  the  event.  A beau- 
tiful silver-gilt  dish  filled  with 
silver  pennies  and  red  and  white 
purses  is  carried  on  the  head  of  a 
select  member  with  the  purse  string 
dangling  over  the  edge.  Inside  the 
Abbey  the  gifts  are  distributed  in 
a colorful  ceremony.

BEN  FRANKLIN  PAYS  A VISIT 
TO  CANADA  - 1776 

After  the  demise  of  the  French 
regime  in  Canada,  the  card  money 
then  in  circulation  to  the  amount 
of  80,000,000  lbs.  in  value  became 
worthless,  causing  much  distress 
and  hardship  plus  a distrust  of 
paper  currency  among  the  French 
Canadian  people.  Thus  the  use  of 
card  money  ended  in  Canada, 

In  1763  the  British  Government  for- 
bade  the  issuing  of  paper  currency 
in  North  America  except  as  a war 
emergency.  Thirteen  years  later 
Canada  was  still  struggling  with  the 
currency  problem  and  almost  anything 
that  looked  like  money  was  used  in 
change.  The  great  Pillar  Dollar  of 
Spain  was  the  centre  around  which 
the  whole  monetary  system  of  the 
British  Colonies  revolved.  When  cam 
money  was  abolished,  the  Spanish 
dollar  set  itself  up  as  a monetary 
king  of  the  country. 

The  American  Colonies  were  prepar- 
ing for  the  forthcoming  struggle 
with  Great  Britain  when  in  1776  Ben 
Franklin  and  a small  party  which  in- 
cluded a printer  came  to  Montreal. 

The  object  of  the  expedition  was  to 
turn  the  people  of  Canada  against 
Britain  and  to  secure  their  active 
cooperation  in  the  forthcoming  revo- 
lution. The  Franklin  party  were 
armed  with  a large  supply  of  paper 
currency  which  had  been  crudely 
printed  in  Philadelphia  in  various 
denominations  of  the  Spanish  dollar, 
and  which  was  known  as  Continental 
Money.  The  failure  of  the  card  money 
was  too  recent  a fact  to  the  people 
of  Montreal,  and  Franklin's  money 
met  with  a cool  reception.  Canada 
was  content  to  struggle  on  with  its 
Spanish  dollars  and  its  multitude  of 
other  foreign  coins  with  which  to 
make  change.  Unable  to  buy  supplies 
or  even  pay  for  lodgings,  Franklin 
and  his  party,  with  the  exception  of 
the  French  printer,  returned  home. 

The  printer  had  brought  his  press 
with  him  and  was  left  stranded. 

During  the  course  of  the  revolu- 
tionary war,  the  value  of  the  Conti- 
nental Currency  sank  lower  and  lower, 
until  it  wound  up  as  a term  of  con- 
tempt. Thus  did  the  phrase  "not 
worth  a Continental"  have  its  origin.

Among  the  many  kings  and  princes 
who  have  died  in  mysterious  circum- 
stances, few  have  received  as  much 
attention  in  later  years  as  Louis 
Charles  de  France,  Dauphin,  and  ,son 
of  Louis  XVI  and  Marie  Antoinette. 
Because  of  the  clouded  circumstances 
of  his  death  and  the  confused  poli- 
tical situation  at  the  time,  many 
pretenders  have  been  able  to  make 
plausible  claims,  through  him,  to 
the  throne  of  France. 

Louis  Charles  de  France  was  born 
in  1785  at  Versailles,  the  second 
son  of  Louis  XVI.  At  the  death  of 
his  brother,  Louis  Joseph  Xavier,  in 
1789,  Louis  Charles  became  Dauphin. 
While  still  a child  he  endured  with 
his  parents  the  violent  years  of  tte 
French  Revolution,  being  carried 
with  them  from  Versailles  to  Paris 
by  the  mob,  later  attempting  to  es- 
cape but  being  captured  and  returned 
to  the  Tuileries,  and  finally  being 
imprisoned  in  the  Temple  after  the 
deposition  of  his  father. 

When  his  father  was  executed,  in 
January  of  1793,  Louis  Charles  was 
proclaimed  King  Louis  XVII  of  France 
by  the  royalists.  Being,  therefore, 
a person  of  particular  interest  to 
the  republicans,  he  was  removed  fran 
the  rest  of  his  family,  placed  under 
the  guardianship  of  a cobbler,  and 
confined  in  another  section  of  the 
Temple . 

Here,  according  to  many  accounts, 
he  was  badly  mistreated,  dying  on 
June  8,  1795.  After  an  autopsy  his 
body  was  escorted  to  the  cemetary 
of  Sainte-Marguerite  by  a detach- 
ment of  infantry  and  there  buried. 

In  later  years  numerous  persons 
who  claimed  to  be  Louis  XVII  ap- 
peared, both  in  Europe  and  in  Amer- 
ica. Among  the  most  notable  were 
Karl  Naundorff,  who  possessed  a 
'striking  resemblance  to  the  Dauphin, 
and  an  American  missionary,  Eleazer 
Williams . 

So  far  as  is  known,  five  coins 
were  struck  for  his  reign,  either 
by  French  official  mints  or  by 
royalists.  All  appear  to  be  pat- 
terns, and  all  are  in  bronze. 

The  first  bears  Louis'  bust  to 
left,  in  children's  clothes.  Below 
the  bust  is  a star  and  around, 

LOUIS  XVII  R0I  DES  FRANCOIS.  The 
reverse  is  similar  to  the  regular 
republican  reverse,  with  Genius 
writing  the  Constitution,  REGNE  DE 
LA  L0I  around,  and  REPUBLIQUE/ 
FRANCAISE  in  'exergue. 

The  only  differences  between  the 
first  piece  and  the  second  lie  in 
the  facts  that,  on  the  obverse,  in- 
stead of  the  star  under  the  bust  is 
the  word  ESSAI,  and  that  the  reverse 
is  signed  DUPRE.  Otherwise  the  two 
coins  are  identical  in  design,  al- 
though slightly  different  in  size.

The  obverse  of  the  third  piece  is 
exactly  the  same  as  that  of  the 
second.  The  reverse,  though,  pre- 
sents a problem.  In  design  it  is  a 
wreath  enclosing  the  legend  PIECE/D 
ESSAl/1792,  but  Louis  XVI  was  King, 
technically,  in  1792  1 The  possible 
explanations  are  several:  First,  in 
striking  the  coin  a new  obverse  die 
might  have  been  used,  but  to  save 
time  and  labor  a pattern  reverse 
from  an  earlier  year  might  have  been 
found  and  used.  Second,  the  prac- 
tice of  issuing  trial  pieces  for 
the  heir  apparent  was  not  unknown — 
perhaps  the  piece  was  struck  with 
Louis  XVI ’s  blessing  and  at  his 
command.  Finally,  when  Louis  XVI 
was  deposed  in  September  of  1792, 
Louis  Charles  might  have  been  con- 
sidered, in  some  circles,  legally 
the  king  and  deserving  of  a coin- 
age. Any  or  all  of  these  situa- 
tions are  possible;  to  me,  the  first 
seems  the  most  probable. 

The  fourth  piece  has  again  the 
same  obverse  as  the  second  and 
third,  but  the  reverse  consists  of 
a wreath  surrounding  the  inscrip- 
tion 30/S0LS.  The  fifth  coin  bears 
on  the  obverse  a fleur  de  lis, above 
it  an  L and  below  it  XVII.  The  re- 
verse consists  of  a shield,  un- 
crowned, its  device  a Greek  cross 
(similar  to  the  arms  of  the  House 
of  Savoy)  and  on  either  side  6 - D, 
six  deniers.  These  five  types 
comprise  the  entire  coinage  of 
Louis  XVII,  by  the  Grace  of  God, 

King  of  France  and  of  Navarre.
